PROCESS USED TO MAKE PLASTER CASTS OF TOKENS OR MEDALS. 

The following process for making plaster casts of tokens or medals has 
been furnished by one of our members: 

1 — Heat some water to a temperature between 140 and 160 degrees 
Fahrenheit. If the water is of a higher temperature it will decompose the 
impression material. 

2 — While the water is being heated apply a thin coat of vaseline to the 
tokens or medals to be reproduced and to the glass slab, to prevent the com- 
pound from adhering to them. 

3 — When the water reaches the desired temperature place a wafer of 
compound in it until perfectly pliable and then spread over the glass slab 
to a diameter sufficiently large to accommodate the token or medal. 

4 — Press the token or medal into the softened compound and with the 
fingers pursh the material close to the edge of the specimen, being careful 
not to have any compound on the exposed surface, as this would prevent its 
removal. Maintain steady pressure until the compound begins to chill. 

5 — After the compound has thoroughly hardened and one wishes to take 
an impression of the exposed surface, then it is necessary to vaseline the 
surface of the cold compound that is to come in contact with the new batch 
of warm material. If the cold compound is brought in contact with the 
warm without vaselining its surface the two surfaces will stick to each 
other. 

6 — Apply the warm compound over the exposed surface and apply pres- 
sure with a glass slab, previously vaselined. Sustain the pressure for one 
minute and then wait until the compound hardens. When cold it is quite 
hard, and for this reason I prefer compound to modelling clay, which is apt 
to distort during the separation. 

7 — Once the compound is thoroughly hardened, which can be hastened by 
immersion in cold water, pointed orange wood sticks are used to pry out the 
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medal from the compound. A metallic instrument could be used, but there 
is always the danger of slipping and scratching the surface of the specimen. 
Once out, the medal leaves a perfect mold as smooth as any metallic surface. 

8 — Mix some plaster of Paris in a rubber bowl to a consistency of thick 
cream and with a camel’s hair brush paint the whole inner surface of the 
gold with the plaster so mixed. This is to be done rapidly, as the plaster 
sets rather quickly, but it must be thorough if one expects to eliminate air 
bubbles. 

9 — After the painting pour into the mold enough of the mixed plaster of 
Paris to obtain the desired thickness and wait thirty seconds, then turn the 
impression upside down and place it on a glass slab. In this manner one 
can obtain a perfectly smooth and flattened under surface. 

10 — Allow the plaster to set, which will take an hour or so, depending 
upon the consistency of the mix. The setting time can be hastened by the 
addition of a pinch of salt — plain table salt — to the water with which the 
plaster is mixed. This, however, will reduce the strength of the plaster. A 
much better way, and one which will increase the tensile strength of the 
plaster is to add a pinch of potassium sulphate. 

11 — To remove the compound from the plaster it is again necessary to 
warm it as indicated in step one, and once pliable it will separate itself 
from the plaster with very little effort on the part of the operator. 

12 — With a knife trim the excess of plaster to the convenient shape and 
form. 

Note — I don’t advise a reproduction of any token or medal showing both 
sides as one would obtain if step No. 6 is carried out, as the average token 
or medal is quite thin and the plaster reproduction will not be very strong. 
As this method is used mainly to obtain better photographs, or to show both 
sides of the desired specimen, there is no reason why one should be conv 
polled to make only one impression for both sides. My advice is to take two 
impressions, one for the obverse and another for the reverse. 

'The necessary things can be purchased in any dental supply house. The 
cost is approximately |2, and with the exception of the plaster of Paris and 
the vaseline it will be a permanent outfit with which one can take thousands 
of impresisons at no additional cost: Kerr’s Perfection Impression Com- 
pound; bath thermometer; glass slabs; vaseline; pointed orange wood 
sticks; spatula; rubber bowl for mixing plaster; medium-size camel’s-hair 
brush; fine grade of plaster of Paris. 


Method For Making Pai>er Rubbings. 

This requires the use of a press. A book press or letter-copying press 
will serve the purpose. I have used a dental flask press, the cost of which 
is $4.50, but recently I procured from O. B. Carlsen, a fellow-member of 
the California Coin Club, who is a die maker, a press of his own design 
which is far superior to the one I had previously used. 

The method is quite simple: The token or medal is placed between two 
pieces of paper, not very thin nor very thick, that has been thoroughly 
moistened; the whole is placed between two heavy felt pads, and pressure 
applied by means of the press, gradually but steadily for about two minutes. 
The pressure is then released and while the paper is still moist and with 
the token in between, rub with powdered graphite, and a perfect raised 
reproduction will be obtained. 


BUFFAIX) (X)NVFNTION BADGES STOLEN. 

About three dozen bronze convention badges and some of the silver con- 
vention medals of the 19 30 A. N. A. convention have been removed from the 
club’s cabinet. The theft was evidently committed some weeks ago and the 
loss not immediately discovered. The Buffalo association has a record of all 
persons to whom badges and medals were distributed at and since the 1930 
convention, and it is believed that very few have changed hands. Collectors 
and dealers are requested to cooperate if the badges are offered in other 
cities.

Editorial Oimment — Numismatic News 


THE UHICAGO CONVENTION OF THE A. N. A. 

With the Century of Progress Exposition as a background, and with great- 
ly reduced railroad fares and moderate hotel rates, the convention of the 
A. N. A. in Chicago the last week in August should draw at least the usual 
number of members, in spite of the depression. 

This will be the fourth time the local organization of coin enthusiasts in 
Chicago has acted as host to a convention of the A. N. A., and all have been 
memorable occasions. The entertainment at all of them has been varied 
and abundant, and the exhibits have included specimens from remarkable 
collections. While the local committee announces that the entertainment 
features they will provide this year will not be as numerous as on former 
occasions, the program has purposely been curtailed to allow more time 
for sightseeing at the Century of Progress Exposition. 

Perhaps the most important matter the Association can consider at its 
business sessions is to devise some plan by which our membership can be 
increased. It is true that this has always been a favorite subject for dis- 
cussion at conventions, even in those years when the report of the General 
Secretary showed a gratifying increase over the preceding year. But it has 
been only natural to expect many lapses in membership during the last two 
years, the effects of the depression having been as keenly felt by the mem- 
bers of the A. N. A. as by others. We do not attribute the falling off in 
membership to a loss of interest in collecting by those who have failed to 
renew. It is due, rather, we believe, to the financial losses sustained in one 
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form or another by everybody and the need, in many cases, of confining 
expenses to the actual necessities of life. 

And we ar© confident that a general interest in numismatics has been 
stimulated by the developments in the financial world within the last few 
months. The great amount of scrip issued in nearly every State in the 
Union has drawn the attention of the public to the many forms that substi- 
tutes for money may take. And collectors have been regaled by the numer- 
ous press reports of the bringing out of old coins that for years have re- 
mained hidden and almost forgotten, but which the hard times, with a 
pressing need for money, have compelled the owners to place in circulation 
again. 

Whether the interest aroused in the public has been sufficient to produce 
many new collectors is a question. But we believe the soil is fertile at this 
time, and with some energetic work on the part of individual collectors and 
the local societies, many new collectors may be harvested. Just how we 
may take advantage of present conditions to increase the number of col- 
lectors and members is one of the things which the coming convention 
may well give serious attention. 


SO( lETY OF MEDALISTS’ SEVENTH ISSUE. 

The seventh issue of the Society of Medalists, New York City, has been 
issued and is illustrated here from a photograph furnished by the society. 
(The illustration is reduced. The medal measures 2 % inches in diameter. )> 
The sculptor is Carl Paul Jennwein. His story of the designs is as follows: 

“Fame and Glory are symbolized in this medal as the elements in the life 
of men which the awarding of medals is designed to promote and to recog- 
nize. But the artist has made a subtle distinction between that Glory 
which, unsought, belongs to those who aspire, strive and sacrifice for a great 
ideal, and that Fame which is won by self-seeking in the attainment of 
public eminence for the gratification of personal power and vanity. 



“The representation of the cicada on the reverse of the medal might seem, 
at first, strangely out of keeping with the Latin word ‘Fama’ which it divides. 
The figure, however, relates to the original meaning of the term which is 
not necessarily high repute, but rather public notice, so often confused with 
fame in its better sense. Thus, the cicada, by its noisy and shrill self-asser- 
tion gains wide hearing, but it is only the discordant demonstration of an 
obstreperous but insignificant creature. But the symbol of Glory, the con- 
summation of high achievement, is the winged child, expressing ingenuous- 
ness, guilelessness, faith and aspiration, which, in bestowing the laurels, is 
conscious only of purity of motive in the supreme attainment which glorifies 
life and labor. 

“The Fame and Glory medal is designed to bring into contrast the two 
extremes of distinction among men, self-assertion and altruism, by these two 
unrelated emblems, the cicada and the child.” 
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Medals of Massachusetts Bay Tercentenary

Collectors of the interesting series of Massachusetts Bay Tercentenary 
medals will remember the description in the July, 19 33, number of The 
Numismatist of a pretty little token described as the “Lord’s Prayer Meda- 
let,” a piece which came only recently to the attention of the compiler, three 
years after the celebration of the Tercentenary. In the description of this 
piece it was stated that there were two varieties of it, although the second 
had not come to hand at the time of going to press. 

It is now possible to describe and illustrate this variety, the size and 
reverse of which is identical with No. 65 as given in The Numismatist for 
July. The difference is in the obverse, which, with minor variations due 
probably to reduction in size and necessarily changed spacing of the design, 
is the same as the well-known and widely distributed No. 3 medal, illus- 
trated in the June, 1931, number of The Numismatist. The ship represents 
the famous Arabella, which in 1630 brought to Salem the English copy of 
the Massachusetts Bay Company’s charter. Governor Winthrop (whose head 
appears on this medal) and a number of colonists. 



No. 66. Reverse. No. 65. 

Obverse — At top, “MASSACHUSETTS TERCENTENARY’’; center, a ship 
sailing right; at bottom in circle, head of Puritan facing, between dates 
“1630 — 1930.” 

Note — The obverse of this medal is, with minor variations, the same 
as No. 3. 

Reverse — Like No. 65, the Lord’s Prayer within a laurel wreath tied at bot- 
tom with a ribbon in a bow-knot. 

Edge — Plain. Holed, (through final S in Massachusetts) and suspended by 
ring from a pin the head of which bears a spread eagle.

Metal — Bronze gilt.

Quantity — About 4000 pieces were struck of varieties No. 65 and No. 66 
combined, presumably in approximately equal quantities. 




INSCRIBED BARK USED AS PROMISES TO PAY. 

Mr. Cist, of the Cincinnati Advertiser, says: “It may surprise many to 
learn that the first issue of paper money or promises to pay in the United 
States, is of Indian origin. In 17 60, Pontiac, the great Indian chief, issued 
bills of credit, or promises to pay, in hieroglyphics of his own, drawn upon 
bark, with the figure of an otter — his arms — beneath. I extract this fact 
from a rare work, published in England in 17 65, called, ‘A Concise Account 
of North America,’ by Major Robert Rogers. The major visited Pontiac, in 
the course of his travels through the country, and saw this currency. He 
adds that the whole emission was duly redeemed.’’ — From July, 1847, issue 
of Hunt’s Merchants’ Magazine. 
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SOME MORE I’UZZLING COUISTERMARKEI) COINS. 

On two recent occasions Ragnar Cederlund, of Winnetka, 111., one of the 
most prominent collectors in the United States of necessity and counter- 
marked coins, has sent us for illustration specimens which he was unable to 
attribute, and in both instances readers of the magazine have been able to 
assist him. This month he has furnished other countermarked pieces for 
illustration about which he hopes some one will be able to furnish informa- 
tion. 



One of these is a Spanish four-real piece of Charles III, dated 17 88, 
countermarked on the obverse with an arm and hammer, with three stars 
above and three stars below the arm. 




The other stamp is impressed on the obverse of two half cents of 1835 
and consists of a small spread eagle, with the figures “43” on one and 50 
on the other. The spread eagle on both is apparently from the same stamp,, 
while the numbers appear to have been made from an ordinary punch.

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issued scrip during the bank moratorium, having in the lower left-hand cor- 
ner the finger-print of their treasurer, and as far as I know it is the only 
scrip that has used this means of protection against counterfeiting. The 
denominations were 25 and 50 cents and $1. The issue amounted to be- 
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engraved dies which, unfortunately, seems to be a lost art, destroyed by the 
mechanically reduced sculpture, showing nothing of the individuality of the 
engraver and mechanical entirely in result. As I have had this matter up 
with the American Federation of Arts without attaining any results, I feel 
that The Numismatist will lend a kindly ear to an appeal for one of the 
noblest of the small arts and for its preservation.” 


VARIETY OF SOUTH AFRICAN SIXPENCE. 

We illustrate here the British South African sixpence, dated 19 3 3. The 
inscription on the reverse reads: ‘‘South Africa 1933 Suid Afrika, 6d.” A 



specimen of the sixpence of 19 25 is illustrated for comparison. The in- 
scription on this reads: ‘‘South Africa 1925 Zuid Afrika. 6 Pence.” (Spec- 
imens from Rud Kohler, New York City.) 


FOR COLLEC TORS OF DIE VARIETIES. 

I have a couple of coins which I have not heard about in any books I 
have read and would like to know if any other collector has noticed them 
before. They are as follows: 

First — Two 184 2 O mint quarter dollars, one with the O mint mark in 
the center between the sprig stem and arrow tails, with equal distance be- 
tween the above and the top loop of the R in Quar. Dol. On the other 
quarter the O is a little more to the left, but very close to the arrow tail 
and farther away from the R. 

Second — A 19 09 Lincoln cent, no V D B. It looks like a defective plan- 
chet, as on the edge it seems as if there were cracks. I do not want to use 
anything to pry it apart, as I do not want to mar it. A line starts from 
the rim and goes downward past the cross of the first T in Trust, through 
the first small lock of hair just over the forehead close to left side of the 
eye, down the cheek and neck through the shoulder close to the lapel of the 
coat, down to the rim at the bottom of the coin. Also on the shoulder is a 
point which looks like an overlapping thin piece of metal. This also makes 
me think it is a defective planchet. I hope these will be of interest to col- 
lectors and others. A. S. BAILEY.

That makes everybody happy, so radio money should 
be a good circulating medium.

DR. MARTIN RURKE. 

Dr. Martin Burke, of 147 Lexington avenue. New York City, died sud- 
denly of heart disease on July 10 at his summer home in Waterford, Conn., 
at the age of 77. He had been a member of the A. N. A. for several years 
and was interested particularly in Greek copper and portrait coins. He 
was also a member of the American Numismatic Society, New York, and the 
New York Numismatic Club. 

Dr. Burke was one of the first American surgeons to use Lord Lister’s 
methods of antiseptic surgery in this country and for over fifty years was 
a prominent practicing physician in New York. He lived and worked almost 
all his life in the same house on Lexington Avenue where his father. Dr. 
John Burke, had lived before him, practiced general medicine and surgery 
until the end of last year when repeated heart attacks forced his retire- 
ment. Until a few years ago his practice was one of the largest in the city. 
Only his ill health restricted its size. 

He was graduated from St. Francis Xavier College and later from the 
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Bellevue Medical College. He was a member of the Citizens Union and he 
served as president of the East River Medical Association for many years. 
He is survived by his widow, a son, John, a brother and a sister. A requiem 
mass was celebrated at the Church of St. Mathias, Flanders, Conn.

The A. N. A. convention in Chicago is going to be one of the most largely 
attended conventions, with an outstanding number of fine as well as rare 
numismatic exhibits, ever held by the A. N. A. Due to the fact that hundreds 
of thousands of people are daily coming to Chicago for A Century of Prog- 
ress at this time, it is important that any member wishing to obtain hotel 
facilities make prompt arrangements for his stay, as most of the hotels are 
booked far in advance. Chicago is very popular this summer, with over 
70 0 conventions meeting here. As the A. N. A. convention is held at the 
Congress Hotel, on Michigan avenue, it is desirable to make reservations in 
this hotel and it is suggested that you immediately correspond with Miss 
Cummings, care of Congress Hotel, Chicago, telling her the number in your 
party and requesting her to reserve rooms for your visit, stating the num- 
ber desired.

HAVE YOU RENEWED YOUR MEMBERSHIP FOR 1938? 
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A Century of Progress Numismatically 

By ROLLO E GILMORE. 

Although there are no exclusive specialized numismatic exhibits at A 
Century of Progress Exposition, a numismatist and historian will find many 
hundreds of interesting numismatic items exhibited throughout the vast 
grounds. 

For instance, near the 26th street entrance one will see a curious Mayan 
temple. This temple is a reproduction of the magnificent house of the nuns 
of Uxmal, which original building was located some 35 miles south of 
Merida, the town that was founded by the Sapnish in 1542 A. D. in Yucatan, 
on the southern peninsula of Mexico. This unique and unusual architec- 
tural reproduction of the Mayan temple, with its curious sculptured archi- 
travure and exhibits within, show a lost civilization of the middle Americas 
dating probably hundreds of years before the Christian era, which reached 
its highest development about 1200 A. D. 



To the numismatist the exhibit of curious Maya money will be of special 
interest, for it consists of cocoa beans, their lowest unit; shells, copper bells, 
jade beads and quetzel-bird feathers, which was their highes unit of all 
values. The cocoa bean’s comparative value may be arrived at by the fact 
that ten cocoa beans would purchase a rabbit, or that a laborer received 100 
beans a day for his services. 

The skill of these people working gold and other minerals and stones 
shows moderately civilized people now extinct. To those who are especially 
interested in this series of money, they can obtain a pamphlet from the 
Tulane University of Louisiana, at New Orleans, La., entitled “Copper Trade 
and Monetary Units of the Maya,’’ by Franz Blom, dated 1932, by sending 
$ 1 . 

Near by is the American Indian House, where we can see fine examples of 
Navaho silversmithing, which jewelry is made from Mexican dollars (peso). 
Here, if one is interested in the Indian art, etc., he may obtain literature on 
any or all of the Indian tribes of the United States. 

In the Transportation Building the Canadian exhibit is interesting, with 




Ti*avel and Ti*ansi>ort Building and l>onie. 

Larg-er than the dome of St. Peter’s or the Washington Capitol, this “sky-hung” dome of the Travel and Transport 
Building strikes a new note in architecture at Chicago’s 1933 Century of Progress Exposition. The roof is formed of 
metal plates suspended by steel cables hung from a circle of twelve steel towers and anchored by huge slabs of con- 
crete. It is the first application on any significant scale to architecture of the principle cf the suspension bridge. 
The Travel and Transport Dome is 125 feet high and 200 feet across, without a single arch, pillar, beam or other sup- 
port to break its expanse. It is said to be the largest unobstructed area to be enclosed beneath a roof. Expansion 
joints permit the plates w'hich form the roof to slide over each other, as changes in temperature, wind velocity, rain 
or snow load cause differences of as much as six feet in the circumference. The hall at the right is 1,000 feet long and 
windowless. 
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various minerals, such as gold, silver, copper, nickel and other ores, asbestos, 
gypsum, etc. A fine exhibit of mounted wild animal life will also be seen 
here. 

Near by in the Burlington train, in the mail car, one may purchase Century 
of Progress postage stamps and mail souvenir cards or letters home or to 
friends as mementos of your visit. 

Continuing further south on the grounds to the Ukrainian Pavilion, a 
picturesque building of that country, located near the 37th street entrance, 
is an exhibit of 12 pieces of Ukraine paper money, as used by them. 

Near the 23rd street entrance to the south one will see a picturesque 
group of sixteenth century buildings, reproductions of what one would see 
in a Belgian village today. Within one will see typical stores, homes, 
markets, eating places, etc., with their people in colorful native costumes. 
Here one will find, in one of the shops, pieces of the precious Baltic amber 
pieces, which small pieces often contain insects such as was passed current 
as money in Egypt, Venetia and Greece over 5000 years ago. A visit to the 
Belgian Village is worth the small admission charge. 

For the admirer of Lincoln, one should visit the Illinois Host Building, 
near the 12th street entrance, where a reproduction of Lincoln’s home in 
Springfield will be found, and a replica of the famous Lincoln Statue, by 
Lorado Taft. Here one will also find a great many fine relics from private 
collections, both in portraits, autographs, and mementos of this Civil War 
President.

All Ancient Temple Reconstructed. 

The Nunnery at Uxmal, one of the most elaborate of the Mayan religious 
buildings, is built in replica at A Century of Progress Exposition. Two years 
were required by an expedition into Yucatan headed by Dr. Franz Blom to collect 
the data necessary for the structure. 

In the General Exhibits Building admisers of diamonds may see them 
being made from the crude diamonds as well as the great Nassak diamond 
valued at about $500,000 and weighing close to 80 carats. Here one will 
also see an African diamond mine. By entering an elevator you will be 
taken down into the bowels of the earth, where we see Kaflir and Zulu 
laborers drilling and digging in blue ground where diamonds are found. It 
is interesting to know the 15 tons of this blue ground was brought here 
from Kimberly, South Africa, especially for this display, and when this 
exhibition is over it will be taken bodily and installed in the Museum of 
Science and Industry in Chicago for permanent exhibit. On the second 
floor of this building in Agfa-Ansco Photograph Film booth may be seen an 
exhibit of 60 medals awarded Dr. Max Thorek. On the same floor in Bald- 
win Piano exhibit eight award medals are on display. 

Another interesting group for the Lincoln collector is the Abraham Lin- 
coln group buildings and Old Fort Dearborn. In the wigwam of the Lincoln 
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group one will find hundreds of mementos of Lincoln, souvenirs and pictures 
galore. 

You will not regret a visit to the Czecho-Slovakian Building, located near 
the west leg of the Sky Ride Tower. Here you will see wonderful exhibits 
of glassware, jewelry, a philatelic exhibit and a numismatic exhibit. This 
exhibit shows the origin of the American dollar, with a specimen of the 
oldest thaler (dollar), coined at Jachimov ( Joachimsthal ) , Czecho-Slovakia, 
prior to 1500; a Schlick thaler (dollar) coined at Jachymov, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, in 1526; five different U. S. silver dollars of 1795, 1840, 1877 Trade 
dollars, 1900 Washington-Lafayette; two different U. S. gold dollars of 
1853 and 1857; a 1922 Peace dollar; a California octagon dollar of 1855; 
five U. S. dollar bills of the series of 1862, 1886, 1896, 1923, and a small 
sized 1 928 bill. 



Federal Building (Foregi*ouiid) and Hall of States. 

The building's are located on Northerly Island, across the lagoon from the Fair 
proper. The Hall of States, which houses exhibits of States and Territories, is a 
great horseshoe structure, two stories high, 500 feet across the base, with its 
two arms 500 feet long and 140 feet wide at the widest point. A landscaped 
court with sunken gardens and a triangular pool is enclosed by the horseshoe, 
across the base of which is the Federal Building. Three fluted towers, 150 feet 
high, rise above the 75-foot dome of this building, erected by the Federal Gov- 
ernment at a cost of $1,000,000, including exhibits. The towers represent the 
three branches of the Government — executive, legislative and judicial. Startling 
night lighting effects will be reflected in the lagoon, transforming the scene into 
one of magical beauty. 


It was in the year 1518 that the Bohemians first coined silver and issued 
a coin weighing an ounce. So the monetary unit of the United States now 
based on the gold dollar was formerly a silver dollar of Bohemian origin. 
In the fifteenth century silver was discovered in a certain little valley in 
Bohemia (Czecho-Slovakia) near the village of Joachimsthal (Jachimov), 
one of the hereditary possessions of Count Schlick. In the year 1518 the 
Bohemians first coined silver, weighing an ounce, and named it “Joachims- 
thaler” in honor of the village near which the silver was produced. The 
coin was then called for short “thaler,” and from this the word “dollar” 
originated, as the pronunciation is almost identical. Coins of that name 
and weight were issued in large quantities and soon became very popular 
not only in Bohemia but also in other European countries in which they 
circulated freely. The form and name varied with different countries. For 
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instance, we have daler for the Scandinavian countries; tallera for Italy, 
daalder for the Low Countries. 

Spain soon adopted it as a standard silver coin and gave it a different 
name, which shortly thereafter became in common use in the Spanish do- 
minions of Mexico and South America. Coins of that class were coined from 
these dominions in all the American colonies and there circulated in such 
quantities that they became of great importance in commercial purposes. 
The coin was known as the Spanish milled dollar (thaler) and its use be- 
came so common that it was in many localities adopted as a unit of value 
previous to our Revolutionary War. The coin was of such importance at 
the time of the Revolution that on April 19th, 1776, eight members of the 
Continental Congress were named as a “gold committee” and directed to 
ascertain the value of several species of foreign gold and silver coins then 
current in the American colonies, and the proportion they and each of them 
bore to the Spanish milled dollar. This committee reported to the Conti- 
nental Congress on May 23, 1776. 

After the Revolution, when the time came for the United States to estab- 
lish a coinage system, Mr. Jefferson, a member of the committee, recom- 
mended the Spanish milled dollar, giving as the reason that it was a well- 
known coin and most familiar to the minds of all people of the entire world. 
On April 2, 179 2, Congress passed an act establishing a mint and regulating 
the coins of the United States. 

Across in the Italian Building may be seen many fine pictures of the 
archaeological ruins of ancient Rome. One may secure specimens of Italian 
medallic art here. 

Visiting the Chinese Building, near the west tower of the Sky Ride, we 
find many fine exhibits. One is the Restoration Company’s booth. To the 
right of entrance, where a chart appears, are rubbings of rare Chinese coins, 
starting with the early knife or Tao-coins of the pre-Christian era, and other 
coins down to the present day. In the center at rear of the court we may 
visit the exhibit of the “Jade Pagoda,” which is said to be a million-dollar 
collection. The Chinese Theater may interest some. In the southeast 
corner of this building is a unique collection of ancient Chinese jades, ex- 
hibited by Henry H. Wu, which may be viewed between 11 and 12 A. M. 
and 3 and 4 P. M. 

The Hall of Religion is interesting and about all creeds are housed within 
one roof. The Lutheran booth contains an exhibit of paper ihoney burnt 
at funerals for use of the departed in the other world and is also burnt as 
an offering to evil spirits. A number of memorial medals issued for various 
anniversaries of the Reformation; one of silver having the appearance of 
an old thaler is dated 1630. The Judaism booths have an exhibit of six 
attractive miniature bronze plaques, by Boris . Schutz, of Jerusalem. The 
Presbyterian booth has an exhibit of 17 rare sacramental tokens as were in 
use about 1830 to 1840, which showed that the holders were in good stand- 
ing. 

The Treasury Department exhibit in the Federal Building of the Court of 
States group, will interest all of us. In the Bureau of the Mint section one 
may see the original mint coining press in which Martha Washington silver 
was made into half disme and dismes in 179 2 when the U. S. mint was first 
opened and coining began. Beside this is located a modern electric coining 
press in operating condition set up to make Century of Progress medals. 

Nearby is located the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, with actual 
equipment for making U. S. paper money, bonds, internal revenue stamps 
and postage stamps. The framed exhibits consist of two frames of U. S. 
old notes, one of which contains a $1, $2 and $5 legal-tender notes; $1, $2 
and $5 coin notes; $20, $50 and $1000 silver certificates; $10, $20, $50, 
$100, $500, $1000, $5000 and $10,000 gold certificates; $20, $50, and $100 
national currency notes; $100, $1000 and $10,000 Federal Reserve notes, all 
of which are of the large-size bills. Another frame contains somewhat sim- 
ilar denomination notes, but are of the small size, 19 28 series, notes. An- 
other frame contains various Government bonds. Another frame of miscel- 
laneous exhibits contains a series of U. S. bills that especially attracted my 
eye in denominations of $1000, $10,000, $100,000, $500,000 and a rare 
$1,000,000 bill. Below these were Philippine Treasury certificates in de- 
nominations of 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50, 100 and 500 pesos. Other frames of in- 
terest to the philatelist are U. S. postage stamps and U. S. internal revenue 
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stamps. Try and get the attendants to make you a souvenir $1,000,000 bill 
and you will be well off. 

Authority has been given for the Bureau at this exhibit to print sheets of 
25 stamps of both the one-cent green and the three-cent purple denomina- 
tions and to have the inscription around the border “Printed by the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, by authority of James A. Farley, Postmaster- 
General, at the Century of Progress Exposition, as a compliment to the 
American Philatelic Society, Chicago, August 1933.” The Philatelic Society 
is meeting in the Exposition city from August 21 to August 26, at which 
time the stamps will be on sale. 

In the Georgia State exhibit, located in the Court of States group, one may 
see an exhibit of the first gold mined in America, at Dahlonega, Ga., in 
1838. On exhibit are gold nuggets, gold quartz and examples of $1, $2.50 
and $5 gold, mined and minted at Dahlonega; medals of the State Geological 
Survey, as well as fine display cases of rocks, fossils, game, pecans, etc. 
Here one may purchase any number of the Stone Mountain half dollars up 
to about two million at $1 apiece. 

At the California Building, in the Court of States group, one may see the 
redwood empire and exhibits of minerals, including gold ore and nuggets; 
a model gold-mining plant in miniature; a miniature relief map of San 
Francisco, Hollywood, waterfalls and submarine gardens. 

Last of all, we suggest a visit to the Art Institute, at the head of Adams 
Street, on Michigan Avenue. In addition to its wonderful exhibit of sculp- 
ture, paintings and rare art objects and relics, one will find a fine collection 
of coins presented to the Institute by an A. N. A. member, Mr. Dunham, of 
Chicago.

Messrs. Arthur Ridgway Denton and Frants Johan Hansen were elected 
Fellows of the Society. 

Mr. Henry Garside exhibited the Bulgarian 100, 50 and 20 leva in silver 
and 10 and 5 leva in nickel, all of 193 0. 

Mr. William Gilbert showed an aureus of Tetricus I (Cohn. 182 obv. and 
204 rev.) in mint condition, wt. 97 grains. 

Sir Charles Oman exhibited 13 completely silvered bronze coins from 
Aurelian to Julian, the earlier obviously being attempts to copy the anton- 
iniani of the earlier third century; but what do the Julian’s try to repre- 
sent? 

The evening was given up to the reading of four short papers. 

Mr. Mattingly reported briefly on the Selsey hoard of nearly 1000 silver 
coins of the third century, almost all antoniniani, from Elagabalus to Quin- 
tillus, and laid stress on the chronological difficulty arising from the find- 
ing of coins of Quintillus without any of Tetricus. 

Mr. O’Neil briefly described the conditions under which a hoard of solidi 
and siliquae was made at Terling in the early nineteenth century. 

Mr. Pearce read a note on the “aes” type of Theodosius I, their sequence 
and their bearing on history. He pointed out the special importance of 
Thessalonica as a meeting point of East and West and showed how Theo- 
dosius’s interference in the West to protect Valentinian II against Maximus 
is marked by the encroachment of his Eastern type SALVS REIPVBLICAE 
on the Italian mints. 

Mr. Salisbury read, as a footnote to his recent paper on coin types of 
Gailienus, a short note on types of Claudius, showing how the changed 
temper and policy of the new reign at once found expression on the coins.

“OLD UNITED STATES COINS.” 

We have received a copy of a pamphlet of 18 pages entitled “Old United 
States Coins,” written and published by W. Edward Dickinson, of Pleasant 
Valley, Conn. It was published originally in the Hartford Courant and has 
been reprinted in pamphlet form. In preparing his article for the Courant 
it was the author’s purpose to inform its readers within the territory served 
by that paper some idea of the value of the scarce and rare United States 
coins. Its publication in pamphlet form will enable it to have a much 
wider circulation. 

The pamphlet is not intended for the seasoned collector, but was prepared 
for the novice and the public generally. It is highly probable that collectors 
will disagree in some instances with the author as to the values he places on 
the coins. He states that the prices given are for “coins in very fine or 
better condition, unless otherwise specified.” The pamphlet also contains 
an explanation of the different grades of preservation of coins as understood 
by collectors and the various mint marks. The back cover page contains 
an announcement of the A. N. A. and The Numismatist. 


COIN PRICES OF EIGHTY-SEVEN YEARS AGO. 

The following is a record of some prices realized at a sale of coins in 
London, taken from the October, 184 6, issue of the Merchants Magazine; 

Pennies Convei*te<l to Pounds. 

At a late sale of coins in London, forming a part of the collection of 
curiosities owned by the late venerable Archdeacon Todd, the pennies were 
turned into pounds with a facility which would have gratified even a Yankee 
speculator. A Queen Anne’s farthing of the year 1713 sold for 1 pound 19 
shillings; a pattern halfpenny, bronze, of ditto, 15 shillings; a William and 
Mary pattern halfpenny, 19 shillings; a George III pattern for a penny 
(tin), 10 shillings; nine Charlemagne silver pennies, 2 pounds; a silver 
medallion, by Pistrucci, 1838, 2 pounds 9 shillings; and a George III pat- 
tern for a crown, 2 pounds 4 shillings. 


NEW ZEALAND IS TO HAVE COINS OF ITS OWN DESIGN. 

Special correspondence to the New York Times from Wellington, New 
Zealand, says that these islands are to have their own coinage soon and a 
Government committee is now considering the question of issuing the new 
coins, which are likely to be designed in that country and made by the 
British Mint. 

Artists are petitioning the committee to hold a competition for the designs 
and art societies are urging care because of the designs of the recently ap- 
proved new postage stamps, which are characterized as “deplorable.” They 
also point to the fact that the British coinage has steadily deteriorated in 
design and say that this is an opportunity to achieve a striking success.

State Bank, South Carolina. 

The State Bank, located at Charleston, South Carolina, was in- 
corporated December 19th, 1801. In 1802 the charter was revoked 
and a new charter was granted. It is probable the bank did a 
private banking business before it was incorporated as a State Bank, 
as the charter was applied for by John Blake, President, David 
Alexander and the other Directors. 

According to the Act of Incorporation, the Capital Stock of the 
Bank was to consist of 8000 shares of $100.00 each; 3000 shares 
were to be subscribed by the State. The votes of stockholders were 
limited to one vote for four shares, and no stockholder was allowed 
more than thirty votes. Only Stockholders who were citizens of the 
United States were allowed to vote or be chosen as a Director. 

John Blake, President; Simeon Theus, Cashier, in 1803. Thomas 
Lee was elected President in 1817. Elias Horry, President, in 1822. 
Thomas Lee was re-elected President in 1823 and continued in office 
until 1839; James Jervey, 1839 to 1845, and Edward Sebring, 1845 
to 1865. Cashiers, John Dawson, 1819; Samuel Wragg, 1823; 
Henry Trescott, 184- to 1857; Benjamin M. Lee, 1857 to 1865. 

The State Bank did not suspend specie payments during the panic 
of 1857. Statement as of October, 1857: Discount, $442,075.00; 
Deposits, $110,105.00; Specie, $54,451.00; Circulation, $223,825.00. 

Denominations of notes issued for Circulation: $5, $10, $20, $50 
and $100.
